He  arae  preparing  lo 
leave  lue  ship  for  the  week  ahe  i*  in  port, 
bat  he  agreed  to  tell  me  ’  aoniething  of  hie 
biatory,  modestly  prefacing  hie  story  with 
tha  statement  that  it  would  be  anything  but 
romantic  or  interesting. 

"1  hare  never  been  in  a  real  wreck,” 
■aid  he,  **  and  I  bar#  never  lost  a  passenger 
since  I  commanded  a  alup." 

He  went  on  to  My  that  be  first  went  tp 
sea  in  ltt$6,  and  far  four  years  eaa  engaged 
in  the  China  tea  trade.  Bailing  from  the 
East  to  English  porta  on  the  fast  clipper 
ships,  whose  rivalry  lo  laud  live  new  crop 
of  tea  made  a  famous-race  of  some  ten  or 
eleven  thoaaand  miles  every  year.  He  then 
took  aerrica  with  the  Penibsular  and 
Oriental  Company,  the  famoue  Eastern  line 
from  London  and  Liverpool.  He  wae  com- 
pelled  t*  resign  hie  position  in  1863  on  ac¬ 
count  of  ilLbealth.  He  voyaged  home  by 
way  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  and  expo, 
neneed  a  veal  aycloue  in  the  Indian  sea. 
Something  he  was  tolerably  familiar  with. 
Going  to  A oa trails,  he  commanded  a  steam, 
er  in  tha  coasting  trade  of  the  great  h  fifth 
continent,  and  in  a  year  er  two  he  began 
Lie  life  op  the  Atlantic,  which  has  now  been 
almost  con  tin  none  for  more  than  sixteen 
years.  lie  commanded  the  first  ocean 
steamer  that  ever  ascended  the  Amaxoti 
Hiver,  and  for  two  years  waa  engaged  in  the 
service  of  the  Inman  Company.  Upon 
joining  the  Guion  line,  which  was  not  then 
s  famous  passenger  carrying  company. 
Captain  Murray  commanded  the  Wyoming, 
a  si»w  boat  compared  with  the  Arizona 
and  Alaska.  Us  took  commaud  of  the  Ari¬ 
zona  soon  after  her  remarkable  collision 
wuh  an  iceberh  in  mid-ocean,  ami  her  fast 
runs  made  him  the  most  fatuous  sea  captain 
in  .Lo  wurld.

The  picturesque  cap  ia  of  light  lace,  made 
tip  with  something  like  a  born  at  the  beck 
of  the  head.

gl  FEM  Biss  AND  FOItEIUN  TITLES. 

The  restriction  as  to  the  use  in  this  conn- 
try  os  foreign  titles  dates  from  the  time  of 
Queen  Elizabeth.  It  thua  arose ;  Sir 
Thomas  Arundell,  of  Wardour,  who  joined 
the  imperial  army  in  Hungary,  served  with 
great  gallantry  against  the  Turks.  On  one 
occasiou  he  took  with  his  own  hand  the 
enemy's  standard,  and  thereby  gained  so 
muchsTavor  with  Badoiph  IL  of  Germany 
that  hiT'vLm penal  Majesty  created  hint  a 
Count  of  the  Holy  Ronrnn  Empire,  by  pat¬ 
ent,  dated  at  Prague,  Dec.  14,  1595.  The 
next  year,  on  Sir  Thomas's  return  to  Eng¬ 
land,  a  dispute  arose  among  the  English 
peers  as  to  whether  a  dignity  so  conferred 
by  a  foreign  potentate  should  be  allowed 
place,  precedence,  or  privilege  in  this  conn- 
try.  Camden  records  that  the  controversy 
became  very  animated,  and  that  the  Qneen, 
being  asked  her  opinion,  answered  that 
there  was  a  close  tie  of  affection  between 
the  Prince  and  the  subject,  and  that  as 
chaste  wives  should  have  no  glancee  but 
for  their  own  spooeee,  so  should  faithful 
subjects  keep  their  eyes  at  home,  and  not 
gaze  upon  foreign  crowns.  “No  foreign 
shepherd  shall  hnand  my  sheep  1  ”  the  mem¬ 
orable  exclamation  of  her  Majesty,  decided 
*he  question  in  dbe  negative,  and  the  Qneen 
wrote  the  same  year  to  the  Emperor  ac¬ 
quainting  him  that  ahe  forbade  bet  sub¬ 
jects  to  accord  Arundell  place  or  precedence 
in  England.  —  Renuninencet,  A  neeotral 
Anecdotal,  and  Hidorio-Sir  Bernard 
Burke.

The  French  residents  of  New  York  nom. 
her  about  ten  thousand.  For  so  small  a 
part  of  the  population,  the  French  is  cer¬ 
tainly  an  iinportaut  one.  It  is  prominent 
in  business,  in  society,  in  the  professions, 
In  works  of  benevolence,  and  in  many 
other  ways.  According  to  the  census  that 
was  taken  iu  1880,  New  York's  total  foreign 
population  when  it  was  made  woe  four  hun¬ 
dred  and  seventy-eight  thoaaand  It  mnst 
now  be  considerably  beyuud  five  hundred 
thoaaand,  for  New  York  has  retained  a  large 
share  of  Uie  tremendous  tide  of  immigration 
that  has  flowed  in  eince.  Over  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty  thquuoud  of  last  year’s  ar¬ 
rivals  were  credited  to  New  York,  but 
the  hulk  of  thesu  only  remained  there  for 
awhile. 

The  native  population  at  the  same  time 
was  seven  hundred  and  eight  thousand,  bat 
probably  half  of  these  were  the  children  of 
foreign  parents.  If  this  class  and  the  for¬ 
eign  born  were  counted  together,  they 
would  certainly  moke  np  more  than  half  of 
tke  whole  population.  Of  the  foreigners 
counted  in  188D,  nearly  two  hundred  tboa. 
sand  were  born  in  Ireland.  The  exact  cen¬ 
sus  figure  one  hundred  and  uinety-five  thou¬ 
sand  five  hundred  and  uinety-five.  The 
Irish  were  supposed  to  be  more  numerous 
lhau  that,  but  still  the  number  is  very 
large.  The  Germans  comprised  one  hun¬ 
dred  aud  fifty-three  thousand,  the  Euglish 
thirty  thousand,  the  Italians  twelve  thou¬ 
sand,  and  the  Dutch  (Hollanders),  who  did 
so  much  for  Man  Lallan  iu  the  old  limes, 
only  one  thousand  one  hundred.  The  Chi¬ 
nese  numbered,  it  seems,  just  seven  hun¬ 
dred  and  forty-seveu.
